HONGKONG ~The delay whieh

Notwithstanding the withdrawal of the 
American bankers from the sextuple 
group, the powers show the same adhet- 
ence to the policy of cooperation which 
they first enunciated. They are 
vinced that only by that policy can Chi- 
nese credit be securely established and 
conditions in. China rendered tavorable 
for industrial enterprise in the future. 

The refusal of Sir Edward Grey, Brit- 
ish secretary of state for foreign at- 
fairs, to reconsider his decision and give 
his support exclusively to the British 
group, is governed by the knowledge 
‘that the failure of the policy of co- 
operation would result in “competition 
between the different countries to get 
a political advance for easy loans on 
improvident terms.” 

Any one who knows anything of the 
~ existing circumstances will approve of 
this view. China has to choose between 
a reorganization loan on the sextuple 
terms, or disruption, and it will be well 
for China’s own sake if the powers ad- 
here to this policy to which they are 
committed, 


Leal Lndns Are Danger 


_-The gravity of the situation is begin- 
ning to be appreciated by the Chinese 
themselves. When the last impasse was 
reached in the negotiations the cabinet 
at Peking, in their despair, gave permis- 
sion to the provincial authorities to con- 
tract foreign loans on their own account, 
with certain reservations. 

The Chinese press is now becoming 
alive to the danger of this course, and 
one Peking journal declares that “to 
allow the provinces to contract loans 
freely would not only lead to the de- 
moralization of finance, but it would 
affect the policy of the centralization 
of authority. Supported by military 
power, it is not unlikely that there are 
‘ some Tutuhs whose ambitions have given 
tise to the idea that it might ‘be to 
their advantage to alienate themselves 
from the central government, but owing 
to their financial difficulties, the central 
government has still a strong hold over 
them. If these provinces are allowed to 
contract foreign loans freely there will 
be funds enough to enable them to in- 
crease troops and to buy arms and am- 
munition. Then the central government 
will not be in a position to question 
their disloyal actiéns, and the natural 
consequence will be the breaking up of 
China into. many, petty independent 
states.” 


Large Loans Reported 


It is very pertinently asked how the 
central government can expect the prov: 
inces to protect the sovereign rights jin 
their eagerness to get foreign loahs, 
when the central government itself finds 
it such a difficult matter. Reports ap- 
pear constantly in the vernacular press 
of provinces seeking large foreign loans 
on the security of mines, and no end of 
foreign complications is predicted if these 
loans go through. 

The central government appears to 
have intimated to the provinces that 
they must themselves accept the respons- 
ibility for any diplomatic trouble which 
may arise out of these loans. The gov- 
ernment is being eriticised for forsaking 
its authority and responsibility and let- 
ting the country drift to ruin. It is 
argued that the granting of authority to 
the provinces to contract foreign neue 
is a direct encouragement to those which 
are now opposed to the tventralization 
policy to advance their ideas of independ- 
ence, While evidences of antagonism be- 
tween the provinces and the central goy- 
ernment will inevitably lead 
intervention. 

It will thus be seen that China is at 
present in a parlous state, and the sooner 
she gets the monev needed for her re 
organization the better it will be for all 
concerned.

India, Mr. Webb continued, was pass- 
ing through a period of exceptional pros- 
perity, and this prosperity meant that 
India would, for the time being, exert a 
steady and restraining influence upon 
the’ European financial situation. 

The equipment of India with a full 
value gold currency would, jn his opinion, 
not only greatly strengthen and raise 
India, but it would at the same time pre- 
vent to some extent the undue and dan- 
gerous inflation of credit which must take 
place if the whole of the present coloseal 
gold production of the world were poured 
into the gredt credit manufacturing in- 
stitutions of Europe and America. 

In short, he said in conclusion. a pros- 
perous India selling more than she bought 
and laying in a stock of gold monetary 
tools for current use would act as an 
effective break on the reckless creation of 
credit, the excessive inflation of prices 
and the growth of a speculative tendency, 
such as they knew from the experiences 
of the past was very liable, unless wisely 
checked, to develop into a serious com- 
mercial and financial crisis. I hope and 
believe, Mr. Webb concluded, that India 
will steer eer of such a crisis.

SYDNEY, N. S. W., Aus.—Particulars 
of the city underground railway, which 
the New South Wales government in- 
tends to have constructed to relieve the 
congestion of traflic in Sydney, are now 
available. 

The complete scheme will be a three- 
line loop railway, and not a double-line 
loop, as originally proposed. A double- 
line loop was not considered adequate 
for the traffic. Under the proposal finally 
decided upon, the city railway will be a 
three-line loop around the city, with con- 
nections to the eastern suburbs, the 
western suburbs, and North Sydney. 

Three lines will leave the great metro- 
politan Redfern station on the northern 
side, and, falling on a grade of one in 
40, pass wholly underground on the west- 
ern side of the city, with stations under 
the principal city thoroughfares to one 
of the city gardens known as Wynyard 
square, in the vicinity of the Sydney 
general postoffice, where the first section 
will terminate.

In conclusion General French gave an 
emphatic denial to the report that he 
had threatened to resign, and said that 
he and Colonel Seely were on the most 
cordial terms of friendship with each 
other. He had never threatened to resign 
his appointment and there had been no 
friction at the war office of any kind. 
Colonel Seely was his intimate friend 
long before he became secretary of state 
and no better feeling had ever existed 
between a war minister and a chief of 
staff.

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G. O. P. FUTURE WITH NATIONAL 


COMMITTEE, SAYS ROBERT LUCE 


Former Lieut.-Gov. Robert Luce. who 
has returned from the conference of 
tepublicans at Chicago held for the pur- 
pose of discussing plans for uniting the 
Republican party, points out in a state- 
ment made public today that responst- 
bility tor the future of the party rests 
largely with the Republican national 
committee. Assurance musi be given, he 
savs, that the will of the majority of 
the members of the Republican party 
shall prevail in national conventions. 
Relative to this point Mr. Luce says: 

“It was the common belief of the men 
gathered in Chicago that the Roosevelt 
vote last November chiefly one of 
protest aimed at the methods of the last 
national convention, and that the great 
bulk of those who cast it are good Re- 
publicans, ready and anxious to resume 
action as ‘Republicans if they can be as- 
sured that there will be no repetition of 
the methods they criticise. 

“The general opinion was that the one 
thing necessary to give this assurance is 
provision that the will of the majority 
of the members of the Republican party, 
whatever that will may be, shall prevail 
in national convenfion. 

“Most of the men _ present 
that the national committee will see the 
justice of the appeal, will recognize the 
expediency of concession, will feel the 
force of public opinion, and will act. Its 
executive committee has been called to 
meet in Washington next week. There 
will be the keenest interest in its de- 
cision. 

Mr. Luce says further of the confer- 
ence: “It was an informal gathering of 
about 40 men who felt that something 
definite should be done toward reuniting 
the partv. They came from 11 states-— 
as far apart as Massachusetts and Cali- 
fornia~-but naturally most of them 
were from the central West. I went on 
the invitation Senator Cummins of 
lowa, who chanced to know of 
active interest in the problems.

these produce their share, pumping from 
all to the top of the hill as we now do 
from the one. 

“We also have plans for an improved 
and extended sewage system which will 
probably be adopted later.”

Despite these 
figures, the total receipts from customs 
up to date during the current fiscal vear

AMERICAN WHEAT 
GOING ABROAD 


Buving of wheat for export recently 


for vear 


has been somewhat spasmodic, according 
to report. but shipments from the sea- 
board indicate that foreigners are tak- 
ing our wheat steadily and in quantity. 

The possibility of a record winter 
wheat crop this vear, totalling in ex- 
cess 000,000,000 bushels, and the ex- 
cellent start of the spring wheat crop, 
promise an aggregate vield which may 


of 


set a new high mark. Out of last vear's 
730.000.000-bushe! crop the United 
States had the largest surplus for ex- 
port in a number of years. Another 
bumper crop in succession would help 
assure a vear of prosperity and swell 
the United States’ balance of trade. 

Furope has taken America’s wheat 
well. It was thought earlv in the season 
that with a tremendous world’s crop 
American wheat might be somewhat of 
a drug on the market. Much of the 
Kuropean wheat, however, turned out 
to be of poor qhality and the showing 
in continental countries, on the whole, 
was rather indifferent. Exports of wheat 
and flour from the United States and 
Canada since Julv 1 have totaled 200,- 
911,000 bushels compared with 159,972.- 
000 bushels tor the same period last 
vear. an increase ot 60,950,000 bushels, 
Or 45.5 per cent. 

Last week flour and wheat were ex- 
ported from the United States and Can- 
ada to the extent of 3.214.000 bushels, 
compared with 2,628,000 bushels dur- 
ing the previous week and 3.149.000 
bushels for the corresponding week a 
vear ago. 


BOSTON & MAINE 
NOTE MATURITY 


There are grounds for the belief that 
Boston & Maine has practically arranged 
for the refunding of the $12,000,000 4 per 
cent one-year notes maturing June 10. 

Whether the new securities issued to 
refund the maturing obligations will be 
publicly offered is a matter of doubt. 
There are strong intimations that the 
new arrangement pending will provide 
for the placing of the new securities in 
the hands of three or four strong bank- 
ing institutions to be held until happier 
days in the security market. 

Bankers have for some time considered 
that three alternatives were open to the 
Boston & Maine directors. They could 
look to New Haven te supply the funds 
to take care of these notes, call upon 
Morgan & Co. in that firm’s capacity as 
fiscal agent. or issue a Boston & Maine 
note secured bv attractive collateral. 

Boston & Maine, it is argued, could 
easily create a note secured by such col- 
lateral as Maine Central stock, Worcester, 
Nashua & Rochester, Boston & Lowell or 
Fitchburg shares, which would be taken 
by the public, and which ‘savings banks 
could purchase.

_ MAKING OF NEWSPAPER ILLUSTRATIONS | 


NGRAVING in a very simple form 
came into use for the first time in 
the twelfth or thirteenth century. It 
was done on wood and was all hand 
work. ‘This method was perfected and 
used for a great many years until the 
process of photo-engraving was invented 
about half a century ago. At the pres- 
ent time there are not more than 100 
wood engravers in the United States. 
Photo-engraving is almost wholly a 
photographic and mechanical process, 
which reduces the expense, but at one 
time when the labor-saving devices of 
today were not in use, the price of a 
halftone cut was $1 per square inch; 
today it is about 10 cents for the same 
area. Halftone “cuts” art so-called be- 
cause they reproduce the halftones—that 
is middle tones between the deep shad- 
ows and pure whites as well as the high 
lights and shadows. Line cuts arg re- 
productions of black and white drawings. 
An up-to-date photo-engraving estab- 
lishment has equipment throughout to 
take care of the work of several cameras 
with most of the utensils and machines 
in duplicate and triplicate.

Used in connection with the 
cameras are arc lights of high candle- 
power which have actinic qualities, that 
is, they have the same effect as the sun. 
They have no red or yellow hues, but 
are as near white and violet as is pos- 
sible. 

The first process in photo-engraving is 
to photograph the picture. A screen is 
placed between the lens and the nega- 
tive plate when a halftone cut is to be 
made. This screen is made up of two 
sheets of glass on which have been 
ruled fine parallel lines. They are placed 
together so that the lines are at right 
angles, thus forming a surface covered 
with dots. If one looks carefully at any 
halftone picture one will find that it is 
made up of a multitude of fine dots. 
In a 65-line screen there are 4225 dots 
to the square inch. If a finer 
were used the dots would close up and 
we would have a black mass instead 
of a picture. 

When the negative is ready, it is then 
necessary to transfer it from the thin 
glass to a glass a quarter of an inch 
thick, which will stand the _ pressure 
when put into the printing frame.

The light reaches the sensitized 
zine only where the negative is ligit. 
This part becomes insoluble, the 
part which is covered by the dark part 
of the negative remains soluble. As 
the lights and darks of the negative are 
{le reverse of what they will be when 
printed, it may be that when the 
zine is placed in an acid the soluble or 
light parts of the picture are eaten away, 
leaving the dark insoluble parts to print. 
Some of the lights used for printing 
are 10.000 candlepower and print more 
quiek lv than the sun. 

Next the parts which are to appear 
light in the picture are etched away by 
placing the plate in an etching machine. 
Nitric acid is foreed against it This 
is called the first “bite.”’ The plate is 
taken out and rolled up with etching ink. 
A fine powder is brushed into it and 
then it is placed over the heat to bake. 
This process protects the part which has 
heen sufficiently etched, from acid, 
as it is again put iu the etching machine 
for a second and third bite. When the 
plate has been sufficiently etched it is 
then ready for flat proving, after which 
the plate goes to the tinisher to have 
any imperfections, such as spots, taken 
out, and then the plate is ready to be 
beveled around the edges and final proofs 
The plate is then ready for tlie

Tested by its justice, the tax on the insurance pron meets 
every tair requirement. It imposes an untelt burden on men whe 
are able to bear it, as the fact that thev are able to m-ure at all 
proves. It takes nothing from the substance of the premium con- 
tribution as far as that is necessary to meet the cost of tmsurance, 
but only takes its modest percentage from the excess which goes to 
promt. It approaches only the investment side of the insurance trans- 
action, and it reaches the investor by roundabout means and mod- 
erately. Lf a tendency resulting trom the new tax should be the 
reduction of the insurance business to its proper held of imsuring, 
there would be only good in.the result. 

The income tax is distinctly a problem- It is opposed or favored 
as its merits and detects are seen. It deserves to be treated on its 
eeneral character and the shifting of the discussion to a lesser item, 
with no clear ground tor opposition, is a diversion but not an 
cxercise of fair thinking.

erowing out of the agitation against the Ingh 
cost of living, and the way is now open Lor 
the carrving on of a propaganda in the 
metropolis that it is hoped mav result in pro- . 
viding it with sixty cooperative public mer- 
kets. The measures passed and approved provide for the bonding 
and licensing of commission men, for an amendment to the corpora- 
tion law providing tor the establishment of cooperative corporations 
in Which the voting will be done by individuals and not by shares, 
for the creation of a superintendent of cooperative corporations who 
will be a deputy commissioner of agriculture, and fort the establish- 
ment of credit unions for the pooling of credits by personal loans, 
These, it will be seen, have been devised with the, purpose of legal- 
izing means which those who are promoting the cooperative idea 
on a large scale deem necessary to their success. 

It remains now for a propagandist committee to enlist popular 
interest in the subject. The Housewives, League, the Women's 
Political Union and the Federition of Women’s “Clubs have jomed 
the markets league. This leaves the inference that popular support 
of the movement will not be lacking. But this support must be 
inaterial as well as moral. The borough of Manhattan has been 
divided into districts of 50,000 inhabitants : according to the plan 
of organization, each district 1s to be treated as a separate commu- 
lity, capital being raised in each tor the establishment of markets or 
for guaranteeing to the city the interest on its investment. in case 
the eitv shall provide the capital. The preference. of course, is that 
the public shall take shares in its own project, and provision is made 
against the gaining of control by individuals or interests. No per- 
son may inyest more than $5000 in the enterprise. The underlying 
idea is at once democratic and cooperative. It is an antetige ou the 
part of the people of a great city to operate its own markets and 
to bring the producer and the consumer as closely as possible together. 
To accomplish this, transportation and distributing facilities will 
have to be provided, and there are already in progress negotiations 
hetween the markets league and the dock department looxing to the 
acquirement by the former of the use of six city piers. 

Will the public respond to the propagandist plea? Will tie 
people in whose behalf this movement is organized express its svm- 
pathv.in terms of dollars and cents? The amount necessary tu be 
raised is put at $40,000,000. It is not an extraordinary sum, con- 
sidering the population the league has to draw upon. The work 
of educating the people to a proper understanding of the ymdertaking 
wy sa begin at once, and its progress will be w sched everywhere wits
